Sir. Christian K. Ross has boon appointed 
Master Warden of the Port of Philadelphia 
at a yearly salary of $3,500. "I hare 
spent all the money I had and all the money 
I could got hold of in my search," said Mr. 
Ross, when asked bow much his efforto to 
find his lost son had cost him. Mr. Rosa 
Bays that, including tho $20,000 given by 
the citizens' committeo, nearly $80,000 
havo been expended in efforts to restore the 
lost child to his parents, and ho does not 
propose to give up the search bo long as he 
can get tho moans to pursue it. 

Some of tho water of Niagara Falls is to 
be carried in pipes to Buffalo, and there 
used instead of steam power for driving 
various kinds of machinery. A company 
has been formed with a capital of a million 
dollars, and the work has been commenced. 
The plan is to divort a sufficient amount of 
the water in such away that it vn\] f»!l into 
upright iron pipes, compressing the air in 
thorn with tremendous force. This com" 
pressed air will bo directed into strong 
pipes running to Buffalo, where it will bo 
utilized aa a motive power. It is said that 
experiments havo proved tho feasibility of 
the enterprise. 

A story is told of a woman who freely 
used her tongue to tho scandal of others, 
and made confession to the priest of what 
she had done. He gavo her a ripe thistle 
top, and told her to go out in various direc- 
tions and scatter tho seeds, one by one. 
Wondering at the penance, aho obeyed, and 
then returned and told her confessor. To 
her amazement, he bado her go back and 
gather the scattered seed : nnd when she 
objected that it would be impossible, he 
replied that it would be still more impossi- 
ble to gathor up and destroy all evil reports 
which she had circulated about others. 
Any thoughtless, careless child can scatter 
ft handful of thistle seeds before the wind 
in a moment ; but the strongest nnd wisest 
man cannot gather them again. 

Thero are over 0,000 men, women, and 
children engaged in growing early aspara- 
gus, lettuce, carrots and the like, in and 
around Paris. The rent of the land varies 
from $180 to $240 per acre, according to 
situation and irrigation plant. These mar- 
ket gardons are of comparatively small 
dimensions, and vary from 1 1 to 2£ acres' 
in extent. Taking tho smaller size, tho 
plant necessary to carry on business costs 
nearly $2,500, including largo and small 
bell glasses, straw mats, glazed lights, 
frames, tools, baskets, horse, cart, and 
other necessary materials. The regular 
workmen, it is said, earn nn average pay 
of about forty cents a day, with board and 
lodging, all tho year round. Extra men 
receive about seven cents per hour, women 
five cents. Most of tho men come from 
other sections, not so much for tho sake of 
the wages, which aro low for Franco, but 
in order to learn a business which they can 
turn to profitable account when thoy return 
to their homes after two or three years' 
service. — Boston Cultivator.

James H. Rigg, of the Wosloyan Train- 
ing college, in London, England, says of 
tho schools under the patronage of the 
church of England : " It is plain, if any- 
thing in tho world is plain, that the day- 
school system of the church of England is 
for- stronger now than it was eight yoara 
ago, and is likely not only to bo maintained 
but increased in the future. It makes 
provision at this moment for the education 
of two million two hundred thousand chil- 
dren, and has increased its accommodation 
tho last year by not fewer than upward of 
sixty-five thousand places. What is stilJ 
more, tho actual net increase in avcrago at- 
tendance in its schools during the past year 
was fifty-nine thousand, which means u 
net increase in the number on the books of 
of moro than eighty thousand, Its provis 
ion of school places is three times as great 
as thatjiuade by all the school boards in thn 
kingdom ; it educates in its schools three 
times as many ns all board schools taken 
togethor. The number of its scholars 
exceeds by one-half the number ip all 
other schools taken together, including 
board Bchools."

On the 9th inst. Sir Leonard Tii.ley 
waa in Now York city. He was inter- 
viewed by an irrepressible reporter, to 
whom he stated that thsro is no doubt 
that during the next five years emigra- 
tion from Europe to the Dominion 
will be very large. During the next 
five years, said he, we will complete the 
Pacific Railroad to the foot of the 
Rocky Mountains, opening up for 
settlement over 100,000,000 acres of 
good wheat-producing land, the one- 
hundredth portion of which, when put 
under cultivation, will produce a grain 
export equal in value to the whole of 
the exports of the Dominion any year 
since confederation. It is not im- 
probable that within tho next thirty 
years our Northwest Territories will 
have a population equal to that of the 
Dominion at this time. The Govern- 
ment will bnild the Pacific Railway. 
They expect to obtain from the pro- 
ceeds of tho land nearly sufficient 
means to pay for tho construction. 
Work will be commenced from tho 
Pacific side before the close of this year. 



CANADIAN NEWS. 



Aa Interesting Budget. 

Montreal, Oct. 9. — Sir Francis 
Hincks, President of the Consolidated 
Bank, and the Directors, against whom 
a true bill has boon found, were before 
the Court of Queen's Bench to-day, and 
bail was fixed at £1000 for each prin- 
cipal, with two bondsmen in tho same 
amount. As there are two indictments 
tho bail will be double these amounts. 
It is stated that bills of indictments 
are being prepared against tho Direct- 
ors and General Manager of the Mech- 
anics' Bank on charges similar to those 
in the Consolidated Bank case. 

Montreal, Oct. 1. — The Exchange 
Bank will resume in November. 

Susan Kennedy Mears, found guilty 
of tho murder of Mary Gallagher In- 
cutting off her head, has been sentenced 
to bo hanged on the 5th of November. 

Quebec, Oct, 4. — Tho steamship 
Cybele, from Glasgow, reports the loss 
of Captain Stevens, swept overboard 
during a heavy gnlo. 

St. Catherines, Oct. 7. — Resolutions 
were passed by the City Council to- 
night calling upon the Government to 
abolish the tolls on the Welland Canal 
and reduce harbor dues in Moutreal. 
A Committee was appointed to wait on 
the Government with the resolutions. 

Ottawa, Oct. 7. — The lumber trade 
is bo brisk and shipping so lively at 
present that sufficient boats cannot be 
obtained to transport stock. The last 
eight barges in port are being loaded, 
and the mills have had to utilize the 
railways to supply their demand. At 
no recent period has there been such 
great activity in the lumber market, 
and its influence is already being felt 
in business circles. 

Montreal, Oct, 9. — At a meeting of 
the Mechanics' Bank to-daf- a state- 
ment was submitted by the assignees. 
The total liabilities "are $i 17,271 ; 
total assets, §577,139. Carter's in- 
debtedness to the bank is $8-1-, 320, for 
which there is security which will pro- 
bably realize $20,000. Meniges, late 
Cashier, owes the bank by endorsations 
$30,000, the security for which is some 
worthless Colorado mining stocks, nom- 
inally representing §40,000. It was 
rumored here to-day that the Grand 
Jury had found true bills against the 
Directors of the bank for making false 
and fraudulent returns. 

Quebec, Oct. 9. — A telegram from 
the Gulf states that the steamship 
Eivene, of the Dominion lino, is ashore 
near Red Bay and is likely to become 
a total wreck. 



Now Zoaland. 



The general election has, to a con- 
siderable extent, affected business. In 
the South there is at present much de- 
pression, caused partly by a reaction 
from a period of great prosperity, and 
partly by the low prices ruling in Eng- 
land for colonial produce. 

One of those "native outrages" to 
which part of New Zealand is the sub- 
ject, occurred at the Thames on the 
29th of August. The Government 
land purchase agent at the Thames had, 
a short time ago, made a payment to 
some nativos on a piece of land in the 
Ohinemuri District. The piece of land 
in question had to be surveyed in order 
that tho title might bo determined in 
tho Native Lands Courts, and on the 
29th of August two surveyors and two 
chainmen went on the ground. They 
were tired on by a party of natives but 
no lives were lost. 

A meeting of the workingmon was 
held on tho 28th of August in the 
Albert Hall, Auckland, for the pur- 
pose of establishing a "Workingmen's 
Political Association," the objects of 
which wero stated to be, "to watch over 
current legislation as affecting the in- 
terests of tho working class," and to 
select workingmen's candidates for 
vacant seats in tho Houso of Repre- 
sentatives; failing that, to select such 
candidates as hold opinions acceptable 
to the collective body of workingmon.

London, October 8. — A dispatch an- 
nounces that General Hughes has 
marched in the direction of Ghuznai, 
Afghanistan. 

Sir Frederick Roberts telegraphs 
from Charasiab on the Gth instant, nt 
8 o'clock in the evening, that the Af- 
ghans advanced from Cabul in force, 
and that there was heavy fighting all 
day. The Afghan position was carried 
and 12 guns were captured. The Brit- 
ish loss was about 80 killed and wound- 
ed. General Roberts hoped to be 
able to march close to Cabul on tho 
next day. General Roberts, in his dis- 
patch of October Gth, says that the rc- 
connoitering parties sout out on all tho 
roads leading to Cabul ufc daybreak in 
tho morning, reported the enemy ad- 
vancing in great force from the direc- 
tion of tho city. These parties had to 
retire soon afterwards. The high range 
of hills intervening between Charasiab 
and Cabul was crowned witli troops 
and people from tho city, while parties 
of Ghilscs appeared on the hills, run- 
ning along both flanks of the camp, 
and reports woro received that the 
road to Zahidabad were threatened. 
Along this road McPherson was ad- 
vancing with large convoys of stores 
and ammunition. 

WARNING WAS SENT 

To McPherson, and some assistance in 
cavalry. It was absolutely necessary 
to carry tho bights in front before even- 
ing. Baker was entrusted with this 
very difficult duty, which he complete! 
in the most admirable manner. Ho 
sent a party under Major White, of 
the Ninety-second Highlanders, con- 
sisting of a wing of that regiment, three 
guns of the Eighth Battery, Third Bri- 
gade Royal Artillery, 100 of the 
Twenty-third Pioneers, and two com- 
panies of the Fifth Punjaub Cavalry, 
to advance on tho right of the gorge. 
After an obstinate resistance, Major 
White succeeded in driving the enemy 
off the main hills, and later in the day 
captured l<vol\~o guns. Our loss here 
was four killed and nine wounded. 
Baker, with the Seventy-second High- 
landers, a wing of the Fifth Ghoorkas, 
100 of tho Fifth Punjaub infantry, 
tho remainder of the Twenty third 
Pioneors, four gunsof tho No. 2 Moun- 
tain Battery and 

EIGHT CATLING GUNS, 

Made a turning movonient to the left 
and was soon hotly engaged. Ho re- 
ports that the advance of the troops 
was made to his entire satisfaction, 
bight after bight being carried in gal- 
lant style. Our loss was as follows : 
Captain Young, Punjaub Infantry; 
Lieutenant Ferguson, Seventy -second 
Highlanders, and Dr. Duncan, Twenty- 
third Pioneers wounded, and about 
seventy men killed and wounded. The 
enemy's loss is unknown, but must 
have been considerable. They fled in 
great confusion, and lost two standards. 
We have strengthened the pickets 
posted, as a large number of Ghilzais 
are still in the neighborhood, but I 
hope to-morrow to be able to march 
within a short distance of Cabul. The 
Ameer states that the palace of Bala 
Hissar is no longor in the possession 
of people whom he can trust. His 
family have moved into the city. The 
head men of Chardeb and the suburbs 
of Cabul have asked if they may pay 
their respects to me. Others will pro- 
bably follow their example, and I am 
sanguine that the country will quiet 
clown now that the people see that op- 
position is useless, but at present there 
is very great excitement in the city 
and country generally. 

Australia. 

New South Wales. — Heavy rains 
have fallen all over the colony. 

The Chief Justice, Sir J. Martin, is 
dangerously ill. 

Parliament has been further proro- 
gued to October 28th. 

Victoria. — It has been raining since 
August 28th, causing gloomy anticipa- 
tions with regard to the harvest. 

The Marquis of Normandy will 
probably visit the Sydney Exhibition 
shortly. 

In all the divisions on the Budget 
the Government succeeded in getting 
a majority. 

Adelaide. — An extraordinary case 
of suicide has occurred nt Gawler. Two 
men named respectively Neville and 
Adamson, who have for some time 
past been in partnership as fishmongers 
and gardeners, and were evidently 
much attached to one another, wero 
found hanging in their wine cellar 
this morning, face to face, about 
eighteen inches apart. Both were in- 
offensive men, and momentary dif- 
ficulties are supposed to be tho causo 
of suicide. There was an action against 
them, and as they could not bo found 
it was thought that thoy had left by 
the Ridge Park, but a bailiff who was 
in possession of the house, while walk- 
ing over the promises, found the bodies 
hanging in the cellar. 

Queensland, — Serious floods havo 
occurred at Dalby in the Darling Dis- 
trict. 

During the stormy weather at. Char- 
ters Towers, a mining township in the 
county of Dalrymple, tho Catholic 
Church was blown down. 

His Excellency Sir Arthur Kennedy 
is seriously ill. 

The Legislative Council havo passed 
a bill authorizing a loan for public 
works.

THE POLITICAL CRISIS IN QUEBEC. 

Threats Against tho Legislative 
Councillors. 

AN ATTEMPT TO PASS THE SUP- 
PLY BILLS FAILS. 

Quebec, Sept. 30. — In the early 
dawn of morning mysterious figures 
were noticed in every quarter of the 
City of Quebec, and especially in St. 
Roclis, as well as Si. Sauveur, dropping 
here and there, and in a furtive man- 
ner stuffing under doors and into letter 
boxes a small (ly-sheot, printed in tho 
French language in sensational style 
with capital letters, somewhere, and 
evidently struck off in a country news- 
paper office, which, translated, reads as 
follows: 

"LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 

" TUB PEOPLE DEMAND SUPPLIES. 

" The people en masse are called this 
morning at half-past ten in front of tho 
Legislative Council Hall to see the 
supplies voted, that is to say, bread for 
laborers out of work in consoquence of 
tho suspension of the Public Works. 

" Go en manse and shout for those 
who have pity on our poverty." 

Tho result of this was that at 10:30 
this morning the corridors of the Par- 
liament Buildings and tho grounds in 
front were occupied by several hundred 
people. 

IN THE CHAMBER. 

The Council wero all taken by sur- 
prise when, on entering the building, 
they found themselves the objects of 
remark and curiosity, and in ono or 
two instances oven of direct insult, the 
result of which was that when the 
Speaker took the chair at 1 1 :0f> Hon. 
Mr. DeBoucherville demanded that the 
doors be not opened, to which proposi- 
tion no one dissented. 

Hon. Mr. Starnes moved that the 
Supply Bill sent up from tho Lower 
House be considered. 

Hon. Mr. DoBoucherville moved tho 
adjournment of tho Houso to tho 27th 
of October, which was carried unani- 
mously. 

OUTSIDE THE C1IAMI1EIL 

While the Council was sitting, the 
corridors remained crowdod, and once 
some voices nearer tho central doors of 
the Council Chamber, cried out, "Les 
subsides" two or three times, but there 
this disturbance ended. 

THE CIRCULAR. 

As soon as tho Council had adjourn- 
ed tho crowd quietly dispersed. Tho 
circular beforo referrod to is severely 
condemned even by many Liberals, 
who are disgusted at the evidont at- 
tempts at intimidation, on tho last oc- 
casion by threatening letters, and on 
this by the pn'senco of an unruly mob, 
many of whom were armed with rot- 
ten eggs, with which the Councillors 
would have been peltod had it not 
been for their forethought in sitting 
with closed doors. 

Canadian Mail. 

iPer Steamship City of Chester.) 

Ottawa, Oct, 2. — The assessment 
for 1880 just completed shows the 
population of Ottawa to ho 24,016, a 
decrease of about S00 as compared with 
last year. 

The Chief of Police at Ottawa has 
been instructed to make an inquiry in- 
to tho apparent discrepancy in the re- 
ceipts at the Dominion Exhibition. 

The civic election took place in Hali- 
fax yesterday. Not the slightest in- 
terest was exhibited. Mayor Tobin 
was re-elected without opposition. 

Mr. Smithers, the newly appointed 
manager of the Bank of Montreal, will 
assume his duties about Oct. 1st, al- 
though Mr. Angus will not sever his 
connection with the bank until the 
close of tho present half year. 

St. John, Sept 29.— On the 20th 
inst. John Ganncvan was sentenced to 
three months in the penitentiary for 
stealing a quarter of mutton from J. 
A. Northrup, in the county market. 
Ganncvan stated that he was forced to 
to Bteal through destitution. To-day 
officer Tracy heard that the family 
were in destitute circumstances and 
visited Gannevan's house, Pond street. 
He states ho looked through the apart- 
ment and a hard crust was all the food 
in the place; and that was to be divided 
between four children and tho mother. 

St. John, N. B., Sept. 30. — At 
Cromwell's Hill, King county, the 
other day, a man named Oglcsby, in 
company with his hired man, went to 
his saw-mill to start tho mill. After 
doing so Mr. Oglesby went to the 
ground iloor to arrange something in 
connection with the machinery when 
it is supposed he slipped and fell be- 
tween tho cogs of the revolving wheels 
which crushed his head to an unrecog- 
nizable mass. 

A man named Win. Dugan committ- 
ed a serious assault on his father, John 
Dugan, at St. Stophen on Wednesday 
last. The injured man is not expected 
to recover. He is said to be nearly 
ninety years of age. 

Seven members of the Rodgers 
family are down with small-pox now. 
Three of these cases it is feared will 
prove fatal. 

Toronto, Oct, 2.-r-There' is much in- 
dignation felt at Winnipeg owing to the 
cold reception given by City and Gov 
erntnent officials to the English Im- 
perial Commissioners.

Mr. McCreight, Q. C, instructed by 
Mr. E. Johnson, appeared for the pros- 
ecution. 

Mr. Mills stated that he appeared to 
watch tho caso for the defondant. 

The Superintendent of Polico having 
sworn to his information, 

James David Gwythor, a clerk in tho 
Bank of B. C. , was sworn and deposed as 
follows : — -I know tho signaturo of Capt. 
Cooper and recognize it on tho document 
produced ; [witness was here handed a 
voucher and chequo] I recognize the hand- 
writing of Captain Cooper on the voucher ; 
tho chequo produced is marked in our 
books at the bank as being paid and is 
stamped " paid " ; I can't swoar it was 
paid, but there is every indication it was. 
[The witness hero identified tho hand- 
writing of the defendant in a number of 
letters, tho contents of which were not 
then read.] The cheque produced would be 
dobited to the account of the Marino and 
Fisheries Department ; I know it has been 
debited to the account becauso it is mark- 
ed with tho ledger folio ; tho chequo 
would not havo boon stamped unless it 
wore paid on the dato designated by tho 
stamp. 

James Jolly, sworn, deposed: — I am 
chief keeper of the Fraser river lightship; 
had charge during the whole of the year 
1876; there wore no ropairs to tho light- 
ship during that year; repairs were mado 
in 1878 in Victoria; the last previous re- 
pairs were in 1873; none were made be- 
tween that year and 1878; the book pro- 
ducod is tho log-book of the lightship for 
parts of 1S75 and 187C>; it is in ray hand- 
writing; I know nothing of a man named 
Wm. G. Portor in connection with tho 
lightship; no man of that name did any 
work on tho ship during tho month of 
June 1879; any ropairs done on the ship 
would be entered in the log; there is no 
such entry for the year mentioned; tho 
first I over heard of Win. G. Porter in 
connection with tho lightship was in Nov- 
ember 1877 ; Capt. Cooper thon came 
alongside the lightship in the steamer 
Douglas and asked mo to accompany him 
to New Westminster; I went with him 
and met him by appointment at the 
Colonial Hotel; ho told me then that he 
hud charged this man Porter to tho light- 
ship; he said he wished mo to enter tho 
man's time in the log-book as having done 
repairs to the ship; he specified the dates 
tho man should arrive and finish tho work; 
tho dates were somewhere between June 
2nd or 3rd and June tho 24th, 1876; I 
was to enter it down that the work had 
boen done although I knew it had not 
been done; I told him I was very sorry for 
what ho had done and that I would pay him, 
tho money out of my own pocket for Por- 
ter's alleged services ; 1 consontod to 
alter tho log and did so out of compassion 
to Capt. Cooper; the log I altered is not 
tho one produced in Court this morning; 
aftor I found that I had done wrong by 
entering the man's time in the log-book I 
purchased a new book and took a true 
copy of tho log, leaving out the entries 
as to Porter's time. 

His Honor — The original log must bo 
produced so that the alterations may be 
seen. 

The Court hero adjourned for half an 
hour to afford the witness an opportunity 
to produce the original log book. 

On tho resumption of proceedings tho 
witness again took the stand and the log- 
book was put in as evidence. 

Examination resumed — I made the 
alterations in the original log in the 
month of May, 1878, when tho lightship 
was at Victoria because Capt. Cooper re- 
quested me to do so; tho first alteration 
purports to havo been made on June 3d, 
1870, and is to tho effect that Portor camo 
on board to repair tho cabin and do other 
work. [Witness hero proceeded to de- 
scribe the other alterations extending 
from June 3d to Juno 24th and testified 
that they were all false entries.] I made 
the alterations at the request of my 
suporior ofticor, Capt. Cooper; in March, 
1879, the steamer Emma came alongside 
tho lightship; Capt. Coopor caino on 
board and brought mo some papers to 
copy; ono of them purported to bo a letter 
from me to him requesting him 
to send me a carpenter for 14 or 
15 days and stated that the man 
Porter had called at tho lightship and ex- 
pressed his willingness to effect repairs 
supposed to be necessary; tho letter was 
in Capt. Cooper's handwriting in pencil; 
I took a copy of it in ink; the contents of 
it arc false; I. wrote it in obedience to 
Capt. Cooper's order; one of the other 
letters ho brought me to copy was dated 
June 2d, 1870, and purported to be a 
letter from me to him, stating that Porter 
had come alongside to make tho repairs 
and that I had set him to work at tho 
lantern-houso; it also made me state that 
I thought I had enough lumber on board 
for tho repairs, if not I would send for 
some; the contents of this lottor are also 
falso; another letter I copied, addressed to 
Capt. Cooper, informed him that Porter 
had finished the repairs and that every- 
thing was now in good order; this was 
falso, too; I wroto it becauso I was told 
to; the letters were all brought for ma to 
copy at tho same time; I also got a docu- 
ment in Capt. Cooper's handwriting tell- 
ing me to write him a lottor dated about 
ton days before Juno 2nd, 1870, asking 
him to send me a carpenter; I was also to 
state in another letter when tho carpenter 
arrived and to say that ho camo from tho 
other side; I gavo tho three ink copies of 
tho letters to Capt. Cooper on board tho 
lightship; ho stopped on board and in- 
sisted on my writing them; I found I had 
done wrong and the next steamer I sent 
Mrs. Jolly down to got them back; she 
got them and brought them to mo. [Wit- 
ness read the several lottorsto the Court.] 
On March 0th, 1879, Capt. Cooper brought 
a letter to mo and in consequenco of its 
contents I wroto a letter denying that I or 
my wife had mado any statement to the 
effect that Capt. Coppor had come to us 
and begged on his knees for the papers I 
had written; I was instructed from Ottawa 
to send my log and I sent tho ono with- 
out the alterations; I never knew a enr- 
penter named Win. Goo. Porter. 



C. M. Chambers, accountant in the Do- 
minion Government Savings Bank, testi- 
fied that tho voucher put in as evidence 
was mado out in Capt, Cooper's hand- 
writing; it was signed by "Wm. G. Por- 
ter," but witness was not acquainted with 
the signature; the chequo for tha amount 
of tho voucher was signed by Mr. Graham, 
Dominion Auditor; it was doubtless cash- 
ed on tho faith of Capt. Cooper's signature; 
witness also identified tho handwriting of 
Capt. Cooper in the various lottors put in 
as evidonco; W. G. Porter need not 
necessarily havo prosonted the cheque for 
tho auditor's signature. 

Mrs. Matilda Jolly tostified that she 
was on board the lightship during tho 
year 1870 and that there was no ono out- 
aido tho ordinary crew engagod doing 
sny carpenter's work in that year. She 
remembered her husband and Capt. 
Cooper going to New Westminster in tho 
steamer Douglas in the fall of 1877. Sho 
saw them together on tho lightship about 
March 6th, 1879. Capt. Coopor brought 
a lottor and said ho had received a lotter 
that morning from Mr. Dowdnoy. Havo 
seon tho pencil letter produced bofore; 
Capt. Cooper wanted her husband to copy 
them in ink. Her husband did so tho 
same night. Ho refused at first and said 
ho could not take all that rosponsibiliiy 
on his own shoulders. Capt. Cooper said 
he wap not going to do anything with 
those papers, uily show them to Mr. 
Dupont,whowas working on his behalf. Un- 
der theso circumstances hor husband con- 
sented to write the letter. After ho wroto 
them Capt. Coopor put thorn into his 
pocket and left. Her husband folt after- 
wards that ho had done wrong and sent 
her down to this city to got thorn back. 
Witness met Capt. Coopor at tho Cus- 
toms House and demanded tho letter*. 
Ho did not want to give them back, but 
witness said she must havo thorn and if ho 
would not givo thoni up "all right." After 
some delay he gave them to her. Witness 
and ho had a fow words first about tho 
letters. 

Rowland E. Grcon, toller in tho savings 
bank and clerk in the audit-office, do- 
posed to Capt. Cooper's signaturo to tho 
check and his handwriting on tho body of 
the vouchors and in the poncil lettors. 
Know nothing about the signaturo of 
"Win. G. Porter." 

This closed the case for tho prosecution. 

Mr. Mills on behalf of the defendant 
contended that the counsel for tho pros- 
ecution had utterly failed to adduco ono 
tittle of evidence in support of tho chargo 
that Capt. Coopor had obtained any 
money undor falso protonces f;-cni tho 
Bank of British Columbia. No fraud on 
the bank had been committed and ho 
would ask his Honor to acquit tho defend- 
ant, Ho would Say nothing about tho 

alterations in tho log. If the prosecution 
liked to charge Capt. Cooper with de- 
frauding the government they could do 
so. His client had a perfectly good de- 
fence even if they did. 

Mr. McCreight said tho dofondant had 
not boen charged with obtaining ruonoy 
from the Bank of British Columbia with 
intent to defraud the Bank. Tho infor- 
mation did not read so. It simply said that 
he had obtained money "by false pretences" 
without designating whom ho had de- 
frauded. The clause of tho Act undor 
which the information was laid permitted 
of this courso being adopted. 

His Honor said that in his opinion a 
prima facie case had been mado out and 
it would therefore be his duty to send the 
case to tho higher Court for trial. 

On application of counsel the dofondant 
was admitted to bail in two sureties of 
§250 each and himself in $500. 



The Canada Pacific Railway. 

The following paragraph appearod in a 
recent issue of the North British Daily 
Mail : "Sir John Macdonald, tho Cana- 
dian Premier, has, it is statod, succeeded 
in obtaining from a great financial house 
in London the three millions of monoy 
computed as necessary to complete (?) tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway. Hi3 chiof busi- 
ness to this country was roported to bo in 
connection with that object. Part of tho 
line has been completed as far wost as 
Manitoba. From thoro it will run to 
British Columbia, New Westminster, and 
thonco to Vancouver's Island. In the event 
of a war with Russia troops could quickly 
be convoyed across the Pacific, and a 
landing made on Russian territory if 
necessary."

Trout and Salmon.

FOIVT WllANGEL, Oct. 6. 

A friend who lias wintered several 
seasons on McDarne Creek informed 
me of a novel dish of tho Artie trout. 
The country is infested witli a species 
of mice which can run across the 
streams and in so doing are caught by 
the trout. So I would adviso any 
tourists who intend making a trip to 
the Artie regions to take along a mouse 
instead of the artificial fly. My in- 
formant is only piseatorially inclined 
when hungry and is not addicted to 
fish yarna. 

This summer I learned a fact rela- 
tive to the salmon, which may be gen- 
erally known, but to us it is new. The 
salmon in their spawning-grounds pair 
off. Woe betide a male who intrudes 
on a spawning-bed not his own. Owners 
will fiercely attacked him. I havo 
frequently seen salmon caught with 
old scars on them, and the general im- 
pression was that the wound was inflict- 
ed by tho seal in their attempts to 
catcli them; but I never saw a salmon 
caught witli a fresh wound. It is a 
moot point whether tho salmon return 
to tho salt water after spawning. I 
Lave no doubt that a portion again find 
their way to the salt water.

ON TO CABUL. 

Mrs. Lansrtry Brings a Licontious 
Journalist to Book. 

THE POLICE COURT PROCEEDINGS. 



UNITED STATES. 

New York, Oct. 11.— The Times to- 
day says that the longshoremen em- 
ployed by most of the European steam- 
ship companies have asked that their 
wages be increased from 25 to 30 cen(« 
per hour and that tho request has been 
granted. The readiness with which 
tho stoamship managers granted the 
increase is regarded as a proof of re- 
turning prosperity. 

Milwaukie, Wis., Oct. 12. — A bal- 
loon was found last last evening on tho 
Green I3ay r road, fifty miles north of 
Milwaukie. It came in from a north- 
east direction. Considerable excite- 
ment has been caused over the discove- 
ry, as it is supposed by some to bo tho 
Pathfinder. Tho basket had been cut 
off close to tho neck of the balloon. 
There are no letters to be discovered on 
the canvas, although a loiter may havo 
been effaced as it is in quite a rotten 
condition. This can hardly be tho 
Wise balloon as similar balloons have 
been sent up in Wisconsin at county 
fairs. 

AFGHANISTAN. 

Simla, Oct. 10.— Gen. Gougli will 
be established at Jellalabad by Mon- 
day. Col. Jonkins will push forward 
to Gundamuk with his command in 
order to establish communication with 
Sir Frederick Itoborts. The difficulties 
of transportation have been overcome 
and troops of all arms are moving for- 
ward from all tho columns to support 
Gelt, ivobofls. 

A telegram yesterday stated that 
Gen. Hughes had halted fourteen miles 
beyond Khclat Ighilboi becauso the 
country was bare of supplies. 

Sijila, Oct. 12.— Sir' Frederick Ro- 
berts telegraphs that in Monday's 
affair the enemy was evidently placed 
so that the Gilzais and other irregulars 
should attack his flank and rear while 
the regular Afghan regiments opposed 
his advance to Cabul. Twenty guns 
instead of 1 2 were captured on Mon- 
day morning. Twenty-eight guns havo 
been captured thus far. Gen. Roberts 
hopes to be able to restore communica- 
tion through Khyber Pass in a few 
days. 

THE ENGLISH BEAUTY. 
London, Oct. 12.— In the Guildhall 
Police Court to-day Mrs. Langtry, the 
famous London beauty, charged Rosen- 
berg, proprietor of the Toien 'Talk, with 
stating that she was in the habit of 
calling on photographers and asking 
for commissions on the sales of her 
photographs. Hor husband testified 
that this was untrue. He declared 
that he had donr all in his power to 
prevent the sale of his wife's photo- 
graphs. Mrs. Langtry also charged 
Rosenberg witli stating that her hus- 
band had filed a petition for divorce, 
coupling tho names of the Prince of 
Wales, Lord Londesborough and Lord 
Lonsdale as co-respondents in the 
action. Her husband testified that 
these statements were untrue. He said 
that he lived with his wife, and had 
never thought of filing a petition for 
divorce. Rosenberg was remanded in 
default of bail. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Oct. 12. — During last week 
5,000 tons of iron have been shipped 
from the river Deo to tho United 
States. Shipments havo hitherto con- 
sisted almost exclusively of Cleveland 
pig iron, but five hundred tons of pud 
died bars arc included. The orders 
now executing amount to forty-five 
thousand tons of pig iron. There are 
also thre'e orders for puddled bars and 
manufactured iron, and others for scrap 
and sheet iron. The recent rise in 
prices checked orders for a time ; but 
inquiries are now renewed and addi- 
tional American- orders are expected. 



China and Japan. 



The rumored changes in the Japanese 
Ministry were notified on tho 11th 
instant. His Excellency Terashima, 
who became Minister for Foreign 
Affairs on the secession from the 
Cabiuot of Soyeshima, has become the 
Minister of Education. 

There is no change in tho situation 
with regard to China, but an immedi- 
ate prospect of war does not exist. It 
is said that the Japanese Cabinet is not 
unanimous, but it is confidently ex- 
pected that moderate counsels will pre- 
vail and the present difficulties be over- 
come by mutual forbearance and con- 
cessions. 

The cholera epidemic is eviclently 
abating in virulence, but the loss of 
life has been fearful. 

Paper currency in Japan, tho value 
of which depends upon the possibility 
of its eventual redemption, is the sub- 
ject of daily and violent fluctuations. 

The Shun Pao states that the magis- 
trate of the district of Kien Ping, China, 
named Yang, has issued this proclama- 
tion: "I hereby notify keepers of 
opium shops that henceforth all their 
establishments must be closed, and that 
they must find some better occupation. 
If any one of them is known hereafter 
to be keeping an opium shop ho shall 
be punished according to the law; and 
if any persons shall allow their houses 
to be rented as cpium shops their 
premises thus used sIjrII bo confiscated." 



Holitfious Intelligence. 

At a meeting of the Established Pres- 
bytery of Edinburgh on the 27th ult., 
a petition was presented on the part of 
479 members and adherents of North 
Leith parish church, protesting against 
t! jerectionof an organ. Thepetition was 
ordered to lie on the table and tho 
clevk was instructed to summon the 
Not th Leith Session to appear at the 
next meeting of tho Presbytery. At a 
meeting of the heritors of tho parish, it 
was stated that subscriptions towards 
the organ had been received from over 
1,400 communicants of the church. 

The works of restoration that have 
been carried on in the Cathedral of 
Metz over since tho Franco-German 
war have this year assumed a still 
further importance. It has been de- 
cided that an entiro new roof shall be 
built of which tho cost, itis estimated, 
will not be less than 400,000 marks. 
Tho painted window's have been tho 
principal subjects of restoration during 
the present year, as well as the arches 
of the triforium and other parts where 
tho ornamontal details had suffered, 
Tho restoration of the Strasburg Min- 
ster is also progressing. An Alsatian 
journal writes that the gilding of the 
great doors of tho principal entrance 
hrs been undertaken by Mr. Chcrtier, 
a Parisian gold-worker, who, with a 
staff of assistants, has been at work for 
some time- in the cathedral. 

Why Disraeli Left the Syna- 
gogue. — Wo have heard many explan- 
ations of tho circumstances that led to 
tho secession of tho Disraeli family 
from the Jewish Synagogue, and some 
of them are based on tho theory that 
Mr. Isaac Disraeli, tho father of tho 
present Lord Beaconsfield, was not a 
Jow at heart. That this theory is al- 
together erroneous is shown by tho fol- 
lowing anecdote : On tho occasion of 
tho opening of tho Reform Synagogue 
of British Jews in London, January 
27th, 1842, the late Moses Mocitta 
gavo a dinner in honor of the ovent. 
Among the guests was Mr. Isaac Dis- 
raeli, who had been present at the con- 
secration of the synagoguo and had fol- 
lowed tho services with much satisfac- 
tion, although he was unablo to see tho 
corcmonies, being at that timo entirely 
blind. Mr. Dinracli was seated at tho 
tablo between Mr. (afterwards Sir) 
Francis H. Goldsmid and tho Rev. 
Professor Marks, tho minister of the 
new synagoguo. Tho conversation na- 
turally turned upon the synagoguo and 
its prospects, and Mr. Disraeli, turning 
to the Rer. Professor Marks, said: "If 
wo had only had such a house of wor- 
ship in our time, my family would 
never have left tho synagogue." — The 
Reformer and Jewish Times.
